1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1-4, the allowability in combination with the other claimed 

features is because nowhere in the prior art is there an polarizable electrode for an 
electric double layer capacitor having an amount of water contained in the polarizable 
electrode is 1500 ppm or smaller with respect to a weight of the polarizable electrode.
